GS.R. 253(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 22 of the Central Industrial Security Force Act, 
1968 (50 of 1968) read with rules 3,4,19 and 20 of the Central Industrial Security Force Rules, 2001, the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules to amend the Central Industrial Security Force Group ‘A’ Fire Cadre Posts Recruitments 
Rules, 2002, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Central Industrial Security Force, 
Group “A” Fire Cadre Posts Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 2011. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 In the Central Industrial Security Force, Group “A” Fire Cadre Posts Recruitment Rules, 2002,— 

(i) in rule 2, for the words “scale of pay”, the words “Pay Band and Grade Pay/Pay Scale” shall be 

substituted; , 

(ii) in the Schedule,— 

(a) under column 4, for the heading “Scale of Pay” the heading “Pay Band and Grade Pay or Pay 
Scale” shall be substituted; 

(b) under column 11, in the heading, for the words, “percentage of posts” the words “percentage 
of vacancies” shall be substituted; 

(c) against the post of Deputy Inspector General (Fire),— 

(i) in column 4, for the existing entries, the following entries shall be substituted, namely 
“pay band-4, Rs. 37400-67000 plus grade pay Rs. 8900”; 

(ii) in column 12, relating to “Promotion/deputation (including short-term contract)”, for 
the existing entries in item (ii) of sub-para (a) in para 1, the following entries shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“with total twenty years Group * A’/Gazetted service including three years service in the 
grade rendered after appointment thereto on regular basis in pay band-4, 
Rs. 37,400-67,000 with grade pay Rs. 8700 or equivalent in the parent cadre/department; 
and”; • 

(d) against serial number 2 relating to the post of Senior Commandant (Fire),— 

(i) in column 4, for the existing entries, the following entries shall be substituted, namely:— 
“pay band-4, Rs. 37400-67000 plus grade pay Rs. 8700”; 

(ii) in column 12,— 

(a) after Note 1: relating to promotion, the following note may be inserted, namely:— 
“Note 2.— For the purpose of computing minimum qualifying service for promotion, 
the service rendered on a regular basis by an officer prior to 1st January of 2006, 
the date from which The revised pay structure based on the Sixth Central Pay 
Commission recommendations has been extended, shall be deemed to be service 
rendered in the corresponding grade pay or pay scale extended based on the 
V recommendations of the Commission.”; 
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(b) relating to “Deputation (including short-term contract)” for the existing entries in 
item (ii) of sub-para (a), the following entries shall be substituted, namely:— 
“with total fifteen years Group ‘ A’/Gazetted service including two years service in 
the grade rendered after appointment thereto on regular basis in Pay Band-3, 
Rs. 15600 - 39100 with grade pay Rs.7600 or equivalent in the parent cadre or 
department; and” ; 

(c) after item (iii) of sub-para (b), the following shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Note: For the purposes of appointment on deputation or absorption basis, the 
service rendered on a regular basis by an officer prior to 1st January of 2006, the 
date from which the revised pay structure based on the Sixth Central Pay 
Commission recommendations has been extended, shall be deemed to be service 
rendered in the corresponding grade pay or pay scale extended based on the 
recommendations of the Commission except where there has been merger of more 
than one pre-revised scale of pay into one grade with a common grade pay or pay 
scale, and where this benefit will extend only for the posts for which that grade pay 
or pay scale is the normal replacement grade without any upgradation.” ; 

(e) against serial number 3 relating to the post of Commandant (Fire),— 

(i) in Column 4 for the existing entries, the following entries shall be substituted, namely ;— 
“pay band-3, Rs. 15600-39100 + grade pay Rs. 7600” ; 

(ii) in column 12,— 

(a) after note relating to promotion, the following note shall be inserted, namely :— 
“Note 2: For the purpose of computing minimum qualifying service for promotion, 
the service rendered on a regular basis by an officer prior to 1st January of 2006, 
the date from which the revised pay structure based on the Sixth Central Pay 
Commission recommendations has been extended, shall be deemed to be service 
rendered in the corresponding grade pay or pay scale extended based on the 
recommendations of the Commission.”; 

(b) relating to “Deputation (including short-term contract)” for the existing entries in 
item (ii) of sub-para (a), the following entries shall be substituted, namely :— 
“with total eleven years Group ‘A’/Gazetted service including two years service in 
the grade rendered after appointment thereto on regular basis in pay band -3, 
Rs. 15600-39100 with grade pay Rs. 6600 or equivalent in the parent cadre/ 
department; and” ; 

(c) after item (iii) of sub-para (b), the following shall be inserted namely:— 

“Note : For the purposes of appointment on deputation or absorption basis, the 
service rendered on a regular basis by an officer prior to 1st January of 2006, the 
date from which the revised pay structure based on the Sixth Central Pay 
Commission recommendations has been extended, shall be deemed to be service 
rendered in the corresponding grade pay or pay scale extended based on the 
recommendations ofthe Commission except where there has been merger of more 
than one pre-revised scale of pay into one grade with a common grade pay or pay 
scale, and where this benefit will extend only for the posts for which that grade pay 
or pay scale is the normal replacement grade without any upgradation.” ; 

(f) against serial number 4 relating to the post of Deputy Commandant (Fire),— 

(i) in column 4, for the existing entries, the following entries shall be substituted, namely:— 
“pay band-3, Rs. 15600-39100 plus grade pay Rs.7600”; 

.. (ii) in column 12, after Note 1, the following note shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Note 2 : For the purpose of computing minimum qualifying service for promotion, the 
service rendered on a regular basis by an officer prior to 1st January of 2006, the date 
from which the revised pay structure based on the Sixth Central Pay Commission 
recommendations has been extended, shall be deemed to be service rendered in the 
corresponding grade pay or pay scale extended based on the recommendations of the 
Commission.”;
